INAUGURATION OF THE CITY HALL BULLOINGS, 
“Although, it is only thitty-seven years ago 
tince Hongkong first greeted a representative of 
the Royal Family of Great B:itnin and Ireland, 
& perdaal of the evedts which oaccuried on 
that occasion ledds the reader to fancy. that he 
is conceraing himself. with’ matters, which 
happened ala much remuler period. . Hong- 
kong was a comparatively new Settlement at 
that time, [twas only twenty-eight yeas dld. 
Gut alresdy there were signs that Hongkong 
was to beconie the great distributing centre of 
the Far ‘East. Its harbour was filled with 
E shipping, from the stately sailing vessels which 
had, rounded the Cape to ‘the now-fangled. 
steamers, which spoke of their five or six knots, 
‘as_one of the latest marvels -of' civillsation, 
Hongkong, people, were bouad ‘together by 
closer ties than they are to-day, They wera a 
‘little community which partook more, of the 
character ofa large family than anything’ else, 
‘And they received His Royal Highness Alfred, 
Duke of. Edinburgh, as a messenger from 
‘Home. , Sat oan’ Oe: 
‘0 THE“ GALaTEA! - ea 
The. Galatea, commanded by the ‘Duke of 
‘Edinburgh, ws sighted passing through the 
Lyeemun Pass towards ‘Hongkong: }arbour 
early in the morning of Sunday, October 31st, 
1869... At eigh. o'clock the Galatea salujed the 
fing of Vice-Admirat Kellett, K.c.n., and the 
salute was returned by the Princess ‘Charlotte, 


The vessels in the harbour had “ dressed ship”, 


and the majority of the houses on the water 
front were: decorated with flags. Tho Praya 
was crowded with Chinese spectators, The 


' Galatea anchored off Pedder’s wharf, and it 


was recorded: that the triumphal arch which 
bad been erected there formed a frame in which 
the warship ‘appeared as a picture. “Anda 
fine picture it was,as she lay there in the blue 
waters and the, morning sun shone brightly 
around her." ‘The Galatea was a “ magnificent 
ship"; her tonnage was 3,227 ; and she had 800 
horse power. ‘When new she.did the measured 
mile at d speed of 13 knols, the I.H.P, being 
3515 Shebad been engaged in quelling the 
insurrection in Jamaica, and destroyed the 
batteries at Cape Haitien after the loss of the 
Bulldog.. Officers and ctew-nUmbered 530, 
. In the course of the forenoon, the Duke of 
Edinburgh landed, accompanied’ ‘by his Buite 
and spent: the day with His Excellency the 
Governor, Sir Richard Graves Mcdonnell, 
cB, and Lady Macdonnell, at Govemment 
House. Among the guests was that old 
veteran of the sea, who died recently at a very 
‘advanced age, Admiral the Honourable Sir 
Henry Keppel, K.c.8., who was‘previously the

The official landing of the Royal visitor: was 
‘postponed until the Tuesday, ‘in ‘order that 
meichants who were busy with their lettérs for 
the English mail, which was just about to leave, 
should not be inconvenienced. There were 
not half a dozen lines of fast steamers running 
to Europe in those-days, and mai!-day was an 
occasion almost’ a festival.
